Please note that an auction sale is not an 
approval sale. Lots examined prior to the sale and 
lots purchased by floor bidders (including bidders exe- 
cuting commission bids on behalf of other parties) may not 
be returned for any reason except lack of authenticity. All 
claims of misdescription and all claims of return, ex- 
cept claims regarding authenticity, must be made within 
5 days of receipt of material.

The first 483 coins of the Shore collection are individually lotted and appear 
just as they do in his book. However, not all of these coins are photographed 
below so please consult his book for photos of those coins. We still have a very 
limited number of the Shore book available for sale at $35.00 each (order as 
GR200 from our literature department). 


The First Parthian Coin

nasty is Arsakes I. He is always depicted wearing a bashlik. For a first effort, the 
bashlik type drachms exhibit a remarkable energetic nomadic style. The drachms o| 
Arsakes I were most likely minted at the Parthian capital Nisa at its citadel 
Mithradatkart. Drachms of Arsakes I are very rare and were unknown before a small 
hoard was discovered in the late 1960's.

Stylistically, they exhibit among the finest of Hellenistic por- 
traits, indicating that Mithradates probably used the die-cutters of the deposed 
Seleukids. His addition of ‘Philhellene’ (friend of the Greeks) to the legend shows 
his need for the cooperation of his new subjects, cooperation which was hardly forth- 
coming throughout the long Arsakid rule.

The spectacular facing bust drachms, attributed by Sellwood to Darios, were issued 
throughout the Parthian empire. It seems unlikely that Darios, merely the client 


| king of Media Atropatene, could have issued this coinage. We are left now without any 


attribution for this type. However, these coins differ from the previous drachm type 
by only one word of legend: ‘Philopator’ is changed to ‘Theopator’. As in the case 
of Orodes I, there is only one way to progress from ‘loving one’s father’ fo ‘father isa 
god’, the death of the father. If we accept the previous (profile) drachm type as that of 
Phraates III as co-king under his father Sinatrukes, we should now attribute the fac- 
ing bust drachms also to Phraates III, issued briefly upon his father’s death. The use 
of a type so strikingly dissimilar to anything that had come before may have been 
Phraates III's way of showing emphatically that he was now sole king of the Parthian

In the 
Arsakid family, according to tradition, it lasted throughout the dynasty, almost five 
hundred years. It is probable, however, that later kings’ claim to the royal wart was 
counterfeit, with the lesion on later tetradrachms replaced by a lock of hair.

counting for its rarity. Pakoros was never king; he was killed in battle by the Romans 
in 38 BC. A minting date shortly before his death is unlikely since he would have 


been old enough to be represented with a beard at that date. We know that Pakoros was} | 


married before the raid into Syria in 51 BC and was old enough for his father to sus- 
pect him of treason. These facts and his accomplishments after that date indicate 
that only in or before about 50 BC is it likely that he would be young enough to be de- 
picted beardless.

In Nercessian’s catalogue, the coin with bird on mountain reverse, attributed to 
Artaxias I by Bedoukian and Alram is placed under Artavasdes III, leaving no 
known coinage for Artaxias. This coin demonstrates there are two distinct portrait 
types associated with this reverse. The first type, shown in Bedoukian and Alram, por- 
trays an older, broad faced man wearing a cap-like peaked tiara more in keeping with 
the style of the early Artaxiad portraits. The present piece has a younger narrow- 
faced portrait with tall tiara seen in the later portraits of Artavasdes. Although heav- 
ily worn, the reverse preserves enough of the legend to assure the reading of the roy- 
al name as APTA YAZAOY, while the first type is only readable as APTA. We might 
argue that the first coin does indeed represent the coinage of Artaxias I, with the re- 
verse type reappearing under his descendant Artavasdes III.

The attribution of this coin to Tigranes II of Armenia is open to question. The portrait 
does not resemble Tigranes, and he is never seen with a consort; it more closely re- 
sembles later Artaxiad or Commagene kings. Jugate or conjoined busts appear on 
Hellenistic coinage, indicating the ruler and his associate, either spouse or other 
family member holds equal standing. The Seleukid queen Cleopatra appears with 
her son Antiochos VIII during their joint rule (125-121 BC). On the Armenian 
side, Erato shared the coinage with Tigranes IV and Tigranes V, while the queens 
of the Commagene dynasty also shared power. Laodike, wife of Mithradates I, was the 
grand-daughter of Cleopatra, but even though inscriptions from Commagene put her 
on nearly equal footing with her husband, no coin portraits have been identified, As 
for the mint site, Caesarea in Cappadocia is unlikely. There is no evidence for a mint 
there until Archelaus (36 BC-17 AD), and Mt. Argaeus is never shown as two dis- 
tinct peaks. The profile shown on this coin does in fact almost exactly match that of the 
most important mountain in Armenian mythology, Mt. Ararat. This can be seen most 
clearly on the logo of the Armenian Numismatic Society! The Hellenizing tendency 
of Tigranes II is strong on all his coins; a purely Armenian type does not fit the pat- 
tern. However, the later Armenian or Commagene kings, seeking connections to 
their historic roots in the face of Roman expansionism, might have seen Ararat asa 
vital symbol of their independence. Mithradates I erected a temple, the Hierothesion 
at Arsameia, at the foot of two mountains whose profile (coincidentally?) resembles 
Ararat. The question remains unresolved until a clear specimen of this exceedingly 
rare coinage appears.

After being forced into exile by his stepmother Musa, Vonones settled into a com- 
fortable life in Rome. A few years later, the subsequent coups that removed Phraatakes 
and Orodes IIL from the throne led to his recall in 8 AD. However, the same Parthian 
nobles that put him in power found themselves dismayed at the extent of Vonones’ 
Romanization. He did not even like to ride a horse! Four years later Vonones was again 
in exile, this time taking the throne of Armenia. The Armenians had no great love for 
him either, and with the help of Artabanos threw him out in 16 AD. Vonones wandered 
through Syria and Cilicia, attempting to gather forces for an invasion of Parthia, 
until his assassination in 19 AD. There is no known coinage for Vonones as king 
of Armenia.

Other than the clear Armenian references in the devices, there is no clue to the origin 
of these enigmatic pieces. The meaningless legends and the mixture of Greek and 
Latin letters (on the last of the listed pieces the R in place of P is absolutely clear) 
suggests a date sometime in the 1st century AD or even later, with perhaps some 
relationship tn terms of function to the tessera of Ephesos with similar nonsensical leg- 
ends. In other words, they are not coins in the true sense of the word, but instead 
are some kind of token.

Although Maurice's Armenian roots are in dispute, there is no doubt that his military 
career before becoming emperor reflects the usual path taken by the Armenians in the 
Byzantine world. Their reknown as soldiers and generals brought them to high po- 
sitions in the army, and some even to the purple. Armenian troops played a vital 
role in Maurice's campaigns against the Persians, which resulted in Khusru II tak- 
ing the Sassanian throne with Byzantine assistance. If Phocas had not murdered 
Maurice in 602, a prolonged peace settlement might have ensued. As it was, Heraclius 
faced the greatest Persian threat ofall in 618, and the Armenian generals on his staff 
were instrumental in turning back the invaders, leading to the most decisive victory 
in the long Roman-Persian conflict. Unfortunately both sides were exhausted by 
the conflict, and neither could resist the Islamic crusading armies out of Arabia.

Leo, son of Bardas, was of certain Armenian extraction, and was commander of 
Byzantine forces in Armenia when the rout of Michael Lat Versinikia led to his ac- 
clamation as emperor. The desertion of troops loyal to Leo lead to Michael’s defeat 
by the Bulgarians. Leo's reign was characterized not by military activity, but by re- 
ligious controversy brought on by his vehement Iconoclastic views. His opponents 
committed the ultimate sacrilegious act of assassinating him in Hagia Sophia on 
Christmas Day, 820. His godson Theophilus would avenge his murder after his ac- 
cession in 829, even though the conspirators had been associates of his father Michael 
II.

Unfortunately for the Armenians, Byzantine security concerns resulted in increas- 
ing annexations of their territory, leading the nobility to resettle in Cilicia, where 
the Taurus mountains afforded them some protection. The Byzantines would be per- 
manently expelled from the region after their defeat by the Seljugs at Mantzikart in 
1071. Shortly thereafter Roupen I would re-establish a fully independent Armenian

We are proud to offer the Joseph A. Byers collection of Papal coins. 
Mr. Byers, an avid collector of many things, but particularly of coins 
and stamps, passed away this past March at the age of 87. A life- 
long resident of Philadelphia, he was born in the city of brotherly 
love to Samuel P. and Mary Monahan Byers. The eldest of five chil- 
dren, he attended Lawton public school and Frankford High School. 


At Frankford, he was a member of the Thirteen Club and wona 
full-tuition Mayor’s scholarship to college. His father could afford to 
pay for his college education, and Joseph knew that the next highest 
qualifying student could not afford it, so he turned down the schol- 
arship to enable his classmate to receive it. These types of values 
were to be the mark of Joseph Byers for the remainder of his life. He 
went on to graduate from the University of Pennsylvania’s Wharton 
School in 1929, and he began working for the Dupont company in 
Wilmington, Delaware, commuting everyday from Philadelphia, 
until his retirement in 1973. He had married Frances R. Hollihan in 
1937 and they had two daughters, Dr. Frances R. Byers and Carol 
Byers Coccagna. 


After his retirement, Joseph increased his involvement in church 
and community activities. He was an usher at St. Francis de Sales 
Church in Univeristy City where he chaired the parish Catholic 
Charities Appeal for about 10 years, helped in the school library 
and taught chess to the students at St. Francis de Sales school. As a 
coin collector, he specialized in Papal and ancient coinage. However, 
he appreciated all coins and since his interests were very broad, he 
also collected United States, Mexican, medieval and other foreign 
coins and paper money. 


For many years he was active in the Philadelphia Coin Club, serving 
the club in most capacities including president. During his tenure as 
a member and officer of the Philadelphia Coin Club, the club orga- 
nized and hosted the annual convention of the ANA in Philadelphia, 
twice, in 1941 and 1969. Joseph Byers was a member of the ANA, 
as well as the Middle Atlantic Numismatic Assocation (MANA), 
the Great Eastern Numismatic Association (GENA) and many of 
the other Philadelphia area coin clubs. He attended all of the local coin 
shows, exhibited at many of them, and gave talks ona variety of 
numismatic topics to a great number of coin clubs and organiza- 
tions. His talks were illustrated by visual slides of his own creation 
and his great love of history led to his prodigious research into the 
“stories” behind his coins. 


Asa stamp collector, he was the longest-running dues payer in the 
Dupont Stamp Club of Wilmington. He also belonged to the Vatican 
Philatelic Society, exhibiting his collection of Vatican stamps and 
covers at many stamp shows. In addition to his two daughters, 
Joseph Byers is survived by one brother, Harvey L. of Buffalo, N.Y., 
one grand-daughter, Carol M. Coccagna and many nieces and 
nephews. His family hopes that the new owners of his coins derive 
as much pleasure and learning from them as he did.

The Sede Vacante (Empty Throne) coinage is struck in the name of the Papal 
Camerlengo (Chamberlane or Secretary of State) in the period between the death ofa 
pope and the election of his successor. The coinage of Pietro di Montebruno is the 
earliest recognized Sede Vacante issue. It is also the longest issued. When the col- 
lege of cardinals, meeting at Viterbo, could not elect a pope after nearly three years of 
deliberations, the citizens of the town locked the church fathers in their conclave, re- 
moved the roof and threatened to starve them.

A scholar and effective functionary in papal offices, cardinal Giovanni Albani was re- 
luctant to accept the papacy when elected to it. He finally acceded when his confessor, 
Joseph Tommasi, declared it would be a mortal sin to dispute the decision of the college 
of cardinals, One of Clement's first acts was to elevate an equally reluctant Tommasi 
to cardinal. Clement's apprehensions were vindicated during the War of the Spanish 
Succession, when he proved powerless to influence events, and papal territories in 
Sardinia, Sicily and elsewhere in Italy were lost to the warring parties.

Naxos, the oldest Greek settlement in Sicily, was probably also the first to institute 
coinage. Cahn has suggested a date of circa 550 BC for the first issue, while Kraay has 
argued for a date closer to 530 BC. In either case, the coinage was remarkable at this 
early date for having fully developed types on both sides. The designs of Dionysos and 
a grape cluster celebrate the main source of Naxos’ prosperity, the production o 
wine from grapes grown on the fertile slopes of Mt. Etna. This earliest coinage o} 
Naxos, engraved in elegant style and bold relief, is notably superior in artistry to 
the later archaic drachms usually encountered. The diagnostics of this very first issue, 
which is marked by an exuberant yet delicate head of Dionysos, are an ethnic, NAX- 
ION, written left to right (later changed to retrograde and then even later again 
changed back) and grape leaves rendered in relief (later changed to an outline). In this 
group of Naxian coinage, Cahn has catalogued a total of 56 archaic drachms, in- 
cluding just four examples of this initial type.

Although the name of Agrinion is familiar through the publication of the Agrinion 
Hoard by Margaret Thompson (ANSNNM 159), the town itself has no identift- 
able coinage of its own. This enigmatic Corinthian style drachm may fill that void, and 
the use of the type would be explained by Agrinion’s position in the political ma- 
neuvering of the Hellenistic age. Although situated within the territory of Aetolia, 
along the Achelous river, Agrinion appears to have looked toward the coast and the 
Corinthian founded cities of Akarnania. In any case, one of the few ancient refer- 
ences to the city lies in Diodoros, xix 67-68, when Kassander of Macedon intervened 
ina war between Akarnania and Aetolia, Agrinion being allied with the Akarnanians. 
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After Kassander returned to Macedon, Agrinion found itself abandoned by its allies, 
and in 314 BC was besteged and destroyed by the vengeful Aetolians. The ethnic 
on this drachm is unrecorded in the literature, and the style is similar but not ex- 
actly comparable to the Akarnanian staters of the 4th Century BC. AT'P(or ATE? the 
last letter is obscured by die breaks) for Agrinion would mark this as the first identi- 
fied coin from the city and reflect its association with Akarnania, the ultimate cause 
of its downfall.

A possible example of a new subgroup between Starr Groups IV and V. The por- 
trait of Athena shows the flat, pillow-like bunches of hair and the receding chin that 
begin to appear in group V. The olive leaves on the helmet are distinctive, attached to 
the rim with long curving stems - a unique feature. On the reverse, the owl’s long 
swept-back wings and stubby tail are in keeping with Group IV, as is the disparate size 
and placement of the letters. The only example so far identified, and a likely candidate 
for anew category of Athenian tetradrachms.

At the same time, Trajan issued a wonderful series of 
restoration coins of some of the principal types of Republican denarii and a series of 
aurei honoring Julius Caesar, Augustus, Tiberius, Claudius, Galba, coins of the 
Civil War, Vespasian, Titus and Nerva.

Coins served many purposes in ancient times as they do today, but as one promi- 
nent numismatist recently commented, it is possible that an ancient coin such as 
the present specimen served as the “postcard” of the day. A traveller visiting Corinth 
may very well have taken home this coin as a souvenir of his trip, since the fascinat- 
ing story depicted on the reverse of this coin graphically tells a tale associated with the 
famous city of Corinth. 


Corinth was one of the early Roman colonies, established in 44 BC by Julius Caesar. 
The so-called “colt” coinage of Corinth was one of the main silver trading coinages of 
the Greek world and was therefore one of the more important “coins of the realm”. On 
the reverse of this coin is depicted the hill of Acrocorinth upon which rests the fa- 
mous temple of Aphrodite. Pegasus is to the right, leaping off the Acrocorinth. At the 
base of the hill to the left is a tree and a rock-cut grotto signifying the fountain of 
Peirene, the spring nymph of Corinth. To the right is a gateway toan unidentified sanc- 
tuary (the tomb of Melikertes?) or perhaps to the Acrocorinth itself. In the exergue is 
the latin legend, CLICOR, an abbreviation for Colonia Laus Ivlia Corinthus or “the 
Prestigious Julian Colony of Corinth”. 


In Greek mythology, the winged horse Pegasus liked to drink and rest at the fountain 
of Peirene. Pegasus was the offspring of Poseidon, the god of the sea, and the gor- 
gon Medusa. When the hero Perseus beheaded Medusa, she was already pregnant with 
Pegasus and he sprang from her body along with his brother Chrysaor (“He of the 
Golden Sword”). Pegasus was given to the hero Bellerophon by Poseidon to aid in his 
conquests, most notably the slaying of the fearsome Chimaera; this monster had the 
forepart of a lion witha serpents tail, a goat in its middle and it breathed fire. 





As Pegasus stood by the fountain of Peirene, Bellerophon used a magic bridle given 
to him by Athena to charm the winged horse while he mounted it. After slaying an 
army of Amazons, the Solymi and the Chimaera, and feeling triumphant from his ex- 
ploits, Bellerophon attempted to ride Pegasus to the very palaces of Heaven atop Mt. 
Olympos. But his arrogance was thwarted by Pegasus who hurled him to his fated 
death. A tragic ending for the noble warrior! 


The present example is one of probably less than 10 known specimens of this type 
depicting Pegasus leaping from the Acrocorinth; all are from the same pair of dies. We 
could not find any record of an example ever being sold in a public auction, and only 
a few are known in public collections, notably the cabinets of the Bibliotheque 
Nationale and the Naples museum. The type without Pegasus is encountered more 
frequently but is also very rare.

The facing head of Medusa coins of the Severan dynasty are all extremely rare. Two 
varieties were struck in gold in the name of Septimius Severus, two in silver in his 
name and two in silver in Caracalla’s name. Usually appearing with the legend 
PROVIDENTIA, the type is also found witha smaller head on an aegis, thus sug- 
gesting that this type is an allusion to Minerva who is often times shown wearing such 
an aegis. One coin of Septimius is dated TRP XV COS III (207 AD) and this coin is 
die linked with one of the PROVIDENTIA coins, thus all the coins of this type have 
been dated to 207 AD.

On looking at the reverse of this solidus, one sees a typical product of the Trier mint 
of the mid-late 4th century, more specifically the stippling on the angel's wings and 
the dotted sides of the throne placing it at the end of the reign of Valens, when similar 
types were produced for the co-emperors Gratian and Valentinian II. A clear exam- 
ple is seen on Hunter V pl.81, 11. A dramatic contrast is seen when the coin is flipped 
over; this naive portrait of Valens, with the accompanying clumsy lettering could not 
bea product ofa Roman mint. The gold itself is also much too pale for a Roman issue. 
What can be the explanation? In the mid 370’s Valens ruled the eastern empire from 
Constantinople, while Gratian, after succeding Valentinian I, used Trier as his base 
for campaigns against the Alemanni and other Germanic tribes threatening the bor- 
ders. The cometatensian or court mint was responsible for all gold coinage, thus 
Trier was the center for gold minting in the west. It would appear that at some point 
in these troubled times an official reverse die fell into the wrong hands, perhaps a 
Germanic raiding party. A close approximation of a true obverse die for Valens was 
then made to go with it, and used to strike a currency for circulation tn the borderlands 
between Roman authority and the Germanic tribes. Ironically, barbarians were re- 
sponsible for the deaths of all the members of the house of Valentinian. Valentinian I 
died of a stroke incurred during a acrimonious meeting with a Quadi delegation, 
while his brother Valens perished at the battle of Adrianopolis against the Visigoths. 
Both Gratian and Valentinian II were assassinated by German courtiers.
